NOON DISPATCHES. 


The Geneva Board of Arbitration. 
Lonpon, June 19. 
A New York Herald special, dated 
Geneva 18th, says another very long day 
has been passed by agents and counsel 
of the two contracting powers. From 
an carly hour this morning they have 
been engaged in long consultations. 
Last night, the Americans had arranged 
some pleasant excursions with an early 
start this morning, but at a late 
hour both sides received important dis- 
patches which caused postponement of 
the trip. Shortly before ten oclock, 


arts, and repeated the visit. This af- 
ternoon Evarts had long consultation 
with the British counsel at Hotel Des 
Bergues, In factthe British agent and 
American counsel, have fully oc- 
cupied not only in seeing each other, | 
but in receiving and forwarding long 
despatches, 

It is eveiclent that unless the couasel 
on both sides come to some agreement 
to-night in acting upon the instructions 
of their governments, the Court will 
again meet on Wednesday pro forma, 
and be requested once more to adjourn- 
In that event it will not be surprising 
to hear of an adjournment for several 
days, because the Agents of both par- 
ties find that an interval of one day 
does not give sufficient time for trans- 
mission by telegraphic despatches, and 
in this respect the Americans are at 
greater disadvantage, as their commu- 
nications must be sent to London and 
then to Washington. Both govern- 
ments receive the best of assistance from 
the Swiss and French telegraph direc- 
tors, 

It is not improbable that adjourn- 
ment will enable one or both sides to 
surrender their ground or consent to cer- 
tain modifications, which could not 
have been done before, without expos- 
ing themselves to a charge of having 
given away to dictation of the opposite 
side.

Tur NEw lonacco Law.—Under the 
present law, tobacco dealers are not 
liable to a special tax unless their sales 
exceed $100 per annum, but under the 
new law all dealers in tobacco, whether 
their sales exceed $100 or not, will be 
liable to a special tax of $5 per annum. 
Under the present law, dealers are re- 
quired to pay a tax of $2 per $1,000 on 
all sales in excess of $1,000, but this 
tax the new law repeals entirely.

reference to which I saw in the News, 
will try and furnish you with a few 
facts in relation thereto. In 1868, Mr. 
Charles E. Lloyd, the proprietor of a 
Restaurant known then as the Eagle 
Hotel, and a man of very intemperate 
iuabits, was taken sick and remained so 
for several days, getting no worse, but 
to all appearances recovering, when all 
aut once he was taken violently ill and 
died. = It was a shock to us it is true, 
still nothing was thought very misteri- 
ous about his death, as he had been 
known at times to suffer intensely with 
heart disease. Two years after this 
event, on a Saturday in Aucust, 1870, 
George and Henry, aged respectively 6 
and 7 years, the sons of Mr, Lloyd went 
out blackberrying, and according to 
their mother’s statement, ar® some poi-- 
son oak, from which George died the 
next day, and Henry on the following 
Monday. This very eyent 
cast a gioom over the entire communi- 
ty,as they were both bright and fine 
looking boys and well known through- 
out the borough. No suspicion, how- 
ever, OF foul play was dreamed of in 
either case. Two years more elapsed, 
which brought vs into the present year, 
1872, in the earlier part of which the 
two little girls, Maud and Annie, the 
last of the Loyd family, died very sud- 
denly and under very suspicious cir- 
cumstances, The poison Registers of 
the different stores here showed that she 
had bought arsenic immediately before 
the death of each child. Accordingly 
a warrant was issued for her arrest. The 
Coroner, Mr. R. M. Bently, summoned 
a Jury of Inquest, and it was agreed to 
submit the stomachs of the children to 
Prot. Tonry, of Wharton fame, for anal- 
ysis, which was done and the result was, 
that one and a half grains of arsenic 
was found in one, and one half in the 
otuer.
